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RED ALERT: Under-pressure 
Northampton General 
Hospital is experiencing its 
busiest winter on record as 
patient numbers surge

Northampton General 
Hospital is on ‘red alert' as it 
struggles to cope with its 
busiest winter on record. 

An unprecedented surge in 
patients to its A&E depart¬ 
ment has forced the hospital 
to cancel routine operations 
and outpatient appointments. 

People are being urged to 
avoid A&E if they can by going 
to pharmacies, booking GP 
appointments or going to 
urgent care centres. 

The hospital saw 2,772 
patients attend A&E in the 10 


days up to Monday, 751 of 
whom needed emergency 
admission. 

The situation is very similar 
at Kettering General Hospital, 
which has also been placed on 
‘red alert’. 

Debbie Needham, chief 
operating officer at 
Northampton General 
Hospital, said: “The situation 
here is very similar to the 
situation across the country. 

“We are urging people only 
to come to hospital in a real 
emergency and to use every 
possible alternative rather 
than using A&E.”

From Poets Corner to Hollywood 


Reporter Lawrence John chats to 
James Mclnerney, a Northampton 
poet whose work is set to be seen

James Mclnerney has gone from 
Milton Street, part of an area of 
Northampton known as Poets 
Corner, to Hollywood. 

It has not been an easy road but 
for this poet it has proved to be the 
making of him, and his career. 

You may not have heard about 
James but he is a big hit on social 
media and his poems are set to 
appear in a major US TV show 
called ‘Inner Dimension’. 

It’s not bad for a lad who used to 
attend Trinity Upper in Northamp¬ 
ton and had no interest at all in 
poems or ever believed he would 
make a living from writing them. 

James, 37, has been working at his 
craft for the past nine years and has 
built up a large fan base and a good 
reputation. 

He said: “I have been writing 
poetry since 1998. 

“As a result of promoting myself 
on Facebook and Twitter, people 
have seen my work, liked it and 
shared it. 

“I have not only done this but have 



diversified by getting actors to read 
my work out and post them on 
YouTube as well. 

“When I got asked if my work 
could be used in a sci-fi show called 
‘Inner Dimension’ I was taken 
aback. 

“The TV series is due out in 2015. 
It’s kind of like Lost and Dr Who 
mixed. They are currently filming 
season one and have a really good 
cast and team. 

“It was very bizarre to know that a 
guy signing books at a library event 
was on the same day having his 
words filmed in America for a TV 
show. 

“The show bought my book 
straight away from Amazon and I 
had to sign a contract to allow them 


to use it and my words in the show. 

“They have already filmed the 
scenes incorporating my words into 
an emotional scene with an actress 
from the show reading poetry from 
my book as part of the storyline.” 

One of the interesting facts about 
James is the way he writes. 

He does not sit down in an attic 
like some romantic poets with a 
blank piece of paper and let the 
inspiration come to him Instead, he 
listens to music from films. 

James said: “I listen to the music 
and write down the words which go 
to make up the poem. 

“Someone once asked me did I 
know anyone else who did this? I 
said no but this is what I do and 
always have.”

85 drink-drivers 
caught by cops

Northamptonshire Police 
arrested 85 people for drink¬ 
driving in the county 
between December 1, 2014 
and January 5, 2015. 

This represents a drop of 21 
per cent on the previous 
year’s figures. 

The decrease came after 
2,665 people took breath tests 
at the side of the road during 
the festive period and police 
followed a hard-hitting 
campaign to get across the 
message ‘Everyone hates 


drink-drivers’. Sergeant Tony 
Hopkins, who led the opera¬ 
tion, said: “We’re determined 
to reduce cases of drink¬ 
driving in Northamptonshire, 
so I’m pleased to see the 
number of people we caught 
over the festive period is 
lower than last year. 

“That suggests our mes¬ 
sage is getting across to 
drivers. 

“The vast majority of peo¬ 
ple we stopped had not had 
any alcohol before they got 
into their car, which is the 
only way to make sure you 
will not be caught drinking 


and driving. For those who 
continue to ignore the mes¬ 
sage and get behind the 
wheel after having a drink, 
the new year will bring some 
unpleasant news for them 
with the prospect of court 
appearances or large fines 
hanging over their heads.” 

Those who are found guilty 
of drink-driving could face 
time in prison, large fines 
and a driving ban.

Child services 
are ‘improving’

Northamptonshire 
County Council’s child 
protection service has 
breathed a huge sigh of 
relief after Ofsted 
inspectors deemed it to 
be making satisfactory 
progress. 

In February 2013 it was 
rated inadequate by the 
education watchdog 
following an inspection 
which put it on par with 
failing authorities such 
as Doncaster and 
Birmingham. 

If the government 
inspectors had found it 
to be unsatisfactory 
during its inspection last 
month the service would 


have been taken away 
from the local authori¬ 
ty’s remit and an outside 
agency brought it to run 
it. 

Ofsted deemed the 
council was taking 
appropriate 
steps to 
improve the 
service after 
it was given 
such a poor 
rating in 
2013. 

Cllr Heath¬ 
er Smith, 
county council 
deputy leader and cabi¬ 
net member for chil¬ 
dren’s services, said: 
“We could only be found 
to be satisfactory or 
unsatisfactory. 

“If we had been found 


to have been unsatisfac¬ 
tory then an agency 
would have been 
imposed on us and they 
would have come in and 
run the service. 

“We have worked 
hard to address 
the issues and 
the inspec¬ 
tion team has 
recognised 
our commit¬ 
ment to 
improve child 
protection ser¬ 
vices. 

“Now we need to 
; forward on 
continuing to improve 
the help, support and 
intervention we provide 
to ensure the safety and 
wellbeing of children in 
Northamptonshire.”

Fake Waitrose Twitter account abused customer 


A fake Waitrose Twitter account has been shut 
down after it abused customers. 

The account, @WaitroseCCare, was shut down 
on Tuesday after it tweeted abusive messages to 
customers, one of which included the word p***y, 
referring to travellers. 

Helen Coope, of Northampton, was one of the 
customers who received an offensive tweet from 
the account after she posted a picture on Twitter 


of her holding a Waitrose loyalty card, which she 
had been expecting for six months. 

The fake account tweeted to her: “Don’t share 
this with any of your p***y ASDA friends.” 

A spokesperson for Waitrose said: “We can 
confirm that this is not a Waitrose account. 

“This message was not sent by Waitrose. 

“We have reported it to Twitter and the account 
has been shut down.” 


‘Avoid A&E if you 
can’, say hospitals

Two county hospitals have issued a joint plea 
for people to try to use alternatives to A&E 
departments after an ‘unprecedented' 
demand for services this winter. 

The busiest winter ever recorded for 
Northampton and Kettering hospitals 
has led to them postponing some 
routine operations and outpatient 
appointments. 

Northampton General Hospital 
(NGH) has opened a further 47 
beds in areas including outpatient 
departments. An 83 extra beds have 
been made available at Kettering 
General. 

Both hospitals are now on ‘red alert’. 

A spokesman for NGH said: “We are deal¬ 
ing with unprecedented levels for demand for 
our services and that has had an impact on 
waiting times for assessment. 

“We’ve taken steps to ensure adequate staff¬ 
ing and safe effective care for the most criti¬ 
cally ill patients, including cancelling routine 


operations and some appointments. We’re 
continuing to work closely with our social 
care and health partners to ensure beds are 
available to us as quickly as possible so we can 
discharge those patients who are well enough 
to leave. 

“Our patients’ safety remains our main 
priority during this period which is why we’ve 
taken the measures we have to address 
the current pressures.” 

Health watchdog Healthwatch 
Northamptonshire (HN) has also 
commented on the situation. 

Rosie Newbigging, chief execu¬ 
tive of HN, said: “The current 
situation is intense. 

“We published a report last year 
on patient experience of A&E at 
NGH. Two thirds of the people we 
spoke to said that they had tried to get 
help from other services such as the 111 
service, GP services including out of hours, 
but that these services had either directed 
patients to A&E or were not readily available 
in the case of GP services. 

“This is a whole system issue which needs a 
whole system solution.”

Some of you may have 
seen some snow in 
2014 in the county 
when rain briefly 
turned to snow on 
Boxing Day evening in 
parts of Northampton.

H&P Editor Steve Scoles continues 


on his quest for fitness and health 


For an adult swimming is easy 
not to think about. I learned at 
school and for the next 40 years 
did nothing much more about 
it than swim in the sea and 
splash around in the pool on 
holiday. 

In many ways I probably 
would have been better off as a 
non swimmer. 

I would have felt some kind of 
pressure to learn at the back of 
my mind and might have got 
involved with lessons sooner. 

Instead it’s come up as part of 
the general health and fitness 
experiment that has emerged 
out of my training sessions 
with Martin Cole at Trilogy 
Gym. 

“Why not give it a go?” they 
said. 

I probably screwed my face 
up a bit. 

“You wait and see. Barbara is 
really good...” 

Fast-forward in time a few 
weeks and when I ask Barbara 
Brouwer for some biographical 
details at the poolside she 
shrugs. 

“I’m Australian, how about 
that?” 

It doesn’t sound like much 
information but it actually says 
quite a lot. 

Barbara is a tall, blonde, 
swimming instructor from a 
country where health and 
exercise is seen as straightfor¬ 
ward common sense. 


Barbara, for instance, is spe¬ 
cially trained in teaching 
adults to swim. 

Us older folks can have all 
sorts of issues that make us a 
trickier proposition than chil¬ 
dren when it comes to learning 
water skills. 

For once it is not necessarily 
our physical limitations that 
are the biggest problem. 

Exercising in water supports 
your weight and assists your 
circulation.

It is a life skill,” 
said Barbara. 

She set me off down the pool 
to have a look at what I came 
up with when asked to do the 
crawl stroke. 

I hadn’t got half way before 
Barbara had a list of things to 
start tweaking and adjusting. 

I needed to be straighter, to 
get my face under water, to 
change the way I kicked... 

In truth I was amazed 
Barbara was able to have such 
a quick impact on my aqua 
skills. She got me doing things 
I wouldn’t have thought I could 
do very quickly. I’ll keep you 
posted on my progress...

A new company has taken 
over the management of 
Northampton's 12,000 
council homes in a bid to 
rectify what some tenants 
have described as ‘30 years 
of neglect'. 

Northampton Partnership 
Homes (NPH) officially took 
over the day-to-day running 
of Northampton Borough 
Council’s housing stock on 
Monday at an official launch 
ceremony at the Guildhall, 
which saw ceremonial ‘keys’ 
handed over to its new 
chairman David Latham. 

The company will operate 
as an arm’s length manage¬ 
ment organisation led by a 
15-strong board comprising 
tenants, council officials 
and independent members 
in a move to enable better 
standards of living. 

At the launch, Cllr Mary 
Markham, cabinet member 
for housing, said: “This is 
such a historical day for 
Northampton, a day we have 
been working towards for 
two years. It’s quite 
emotional. 

“It’s a new dawn and a new 
beginning and we can look 
forward to a better future for 
council housing in the town. 

“This administration 



needed to look at social 
housing and how we oper¬ 
ated, and I’m not proud to 
stand here and say how we 
looked after the properties 
we provided, but with the 
financial restraints it was all 
we could possibly provide. 

“This new organisation, 
who I have every confidence 
in going forward, have the 
right people on board and 
have more finances availa¬ 
ble to them and will help to 
provide better homes and 
environments. 

“We hear people say ‘that’s 
only a council estate’. How 
can they tell? Because it 
looks so bad. Why? Because 
we haven’t spent the money. 


It’s not the tenants fault, it’s 
the authorities’ fault. 

“Hopefully from today, all 
that will change and people 
living in council houses in 
the town will start to see 
better living conditions.” 

Under the new structure, 
tenants will play a direct 
part in making decisions 
about the housing service 
and how money is invested 
to improve their homes. 

The new model will see 
tenants given the opportu¬ 
nity to sit on six different 
‘improvement panels’, 
which focus on areas of the 
housing service such as 
repairs, neighbourhoods

Three more boys 
arrested after fire

Three boys have been arrest¬ 
ed following the major blaze 
at a multi-storey car park in 
Corby town centre. 

More than 30 firefighters 
were called to the Willow 
Place car park on December 
30 at 6.15pm to battle the fire 
which lasted for over 90 
minutes. 

The blaze left behind exten¬

All seven people arrested in 
connection with the incident 
have since been released on 
bail pending further enquir¬ 
ies. 

Police are still appealing for 
information and would like 
to speak to anyone who may 
have been in the area that 
evening.

The Cobblers belied their lowly league posi¬ 
tion with a 1-1 draw against promotion hun¬ 
gry Southend United at a sodden Sixfields on 
Saturday. 

The match survived a late pitch inspection 
after torrential rain, with supporters locked 
out of the ground until referee Tim Robinson 
had made his 2pm decision. 

Fans allowed inside would have been more 
difficult to shift given a postponement and 
Northampton dug their heels in the sloppy turf 
to break a five-game losing streak and hold Phil 
Brown’s Shrimpers. 

Cobblers manager Chris Wilder wasted no 
time in handing starts to loanees Jason Taylor, 
Brendan Moloney and Ricky Holmes as 
Northampton’s squad restructuring continued 
apace. 

John-Joe O’Toole claimed the number ten role 
behind League Two top scorer Marc Richards 
while Holmes took up a left wing birth with 
Lawson D’Ath on the right. 

Looking for a more balanced approach, 
Wilder had the luxury of naming attacking full 
backs Evan Horwood and Moloney - on loan 
from Yeovil Town - in a combative 4-4-1-1. 


Indeed, Northampton aimed to 
haul in the Shrimpers quickly as 
the returning Ryan Cresswell sent 
a monstrous early header off of his 
former club’s bar from a Joel Byrom 
southpaw free-kick. 

Most eye-catching however was 
Holmes, borrowed from 
Portsmouth, who showed the guile 
and free running that had attract¬ 
ed the south coast club to sign him 
from Barnet. 

Meanwhile, O-Toole, fresh from a 
recent spell at Roots Hall, looked 
to eat up the yards in the final 
third but slipped after a good turn 
in the box on 12 minutes. 

Southend gaffer Brown wasn’t 
ruing the O’Toole loan termina¬ 
tion as his side showed accurate 
passing on the counter attack. 

United’s dinky Shaquille 
Coulthirst may not be able to dunk 
like his namesake O’Neal but 
proved a pest with his pace and 
willingness to chase the ball. 

It was Cobblers’ right back Moloney however, 
eclipsing Ben Tozer in an instant by crossing 
the halfway line, who threatened to slice open 
the Shrimpers with a 25th minute run and 
cross for Richards, who headed over. 

Southend could have had the lead when Ben 
Coker sent a good-looking 20 yard free kick off 
Matt Duke’s right hand post before Spurs loa¬ 
nee Coulthirst hit the rebound off the same 


upright and Lee Collins cleared. 

O’Toole was heavily involved in an end-to- 
end affair but wasted two good chances before 
half time with a penalty box pull back to no- 
one and a tired shot straight at Daniel Bentley. 

Cobblers looked vulnerable in defence how¬ 
ever with a seemingly deliberate refusal to 
block or tackle Southend players around the 
home penalty box. 

Perhaps the wet conditions were to blame but 
any Shrimper able to turn the Northampton 


rear-guard was likely to break the deadlock. 

Southend had to wait until two minutes after 
the break to notch however as Duke fumbled 
an easy Michael Timlin cross into Coulthirst’s 
path to prod over the line. 

Again, Cobblers paid the price for naive 
defending when a Holmes block on halfway 
could have stopped a long diagonal ever reach¬ 
ing Timlin. 

Wilder responded by replacing a fatigued 
O’Toole with Emile Sinclair, the rangy forward 
offering Northampton an immediate out ball 
to chase. Cobblers’ ball carrying came to the 
fore on 72 minutes to deadly effect as Holmes 
showed more than elementary dribbling abil¬ 
ity to cut across the Southend box and force a 
smart save from Bentley. 

The ball careered out to a waiting Richards 
on the left who sent in a plum cross for five foot 
nine D’Ath to rise and place a cute header into 
the bottom right corner of the Southend net. 

Despite the new signings acquitting them¬ 
selves well, it was fitting in a week when Wilder 
talked of the mental attributes needed of a 
resurgent Cobblers that D’Ath put in a man-of- 
the match shift and secured the point. 

Wonder why D’Ath is popular at Sixfields and 
others less so? Skill? Yes, but his overall work 
ethic, passion and belief counts for more. 

Show a bit of technique worth the entry fee, 
work hard, care about the club and its commu¬ 
nity and the Shoe Army will respond.

Clark was called up by England 
for the autumn internationals at 
the end of last year but did not get 
the chance to make his Red Rose 
debut over the four games. 

But this year’s Six Nations pre¬ 
sents a new opportunity and it 
could be Clark’s time to shine 
according to his director of rugby. 

“Calum has been immense for us 
over the last few weeks,” said 
Mallinder. 

“His handling has particularly 
improved this year. We want our 
players to play for England and 
Calum has worked so hard on his 
game, I think Stuart will be having 


a serious look at him.” 

Two of the four Newcastle tries 
came from driving mauls, a source 
of concern for Mallinder and his 
forwards coach Dorian West. 

And Mallinder admitted his side 
will have to improve when they 
travel north to take on Sale Sharks 
on Saturday. 

“We thought when we got to 30 
points it might be an easier win 
but we switched off and credit to 
Newcastle they got their driving 
maul going and we switched off a 
bit,” he added. “We have a tough 
game next week up against Sale 
and then two big European games 
before the England boys leave us. 

“There is everything to play for.” 

Meanwhile, Myler’s 17-point 


contribution in the Newcastle vic¬ 
tory, one try, three conversions 
and two penalties, saw him 
become only the second Saint to 
go past the 2,000 point barrier. 

He joins Paul Grayson in the 
exclusive club after more than 135 
years of history. 

“It’s not something I was aware 
of at the start of the game, but it 
was something that made me 
proud when I was made aware of it 
at the time,” said the fly-half. 

“It’s a proud moment for me to be 
held in that kind of company. It’s 
not something I ever envisaged 
when I came to the club, but I’m 
proud that I’ve got there and hope¬ 
fully I can get a few more before 
my time’s up.” 


Irish prospect JJ will 
be a Saint next term

Northampton Saints have announced the 
signing of Munster back JJ Hanrahan - 
with the 22-year-old joining ahead of the 
2015/16 season. 

The back is regarded as one of the best 
young players to have come through the 
academy system at the Irish club for many 
years, and was short-listed for Junior 
World Player of the Year after spearhead¬ 
ing Ireland U20’s charge to fifth place in 
the 2012 Junior World Championships. 

His Pro 12 and Heineken Cup debuts fol¬ 
lowed later in 2012, and Kerry-born 
Hanrahan has now played 51 times for 
Munster in ah competitions, scoring 229 
points across domestic and European 
competition. 

“I’m excited by the challenge that awaits 
me at Northampton Saints and I hope 
that I can help continue the club’s recent 
successes in England and to challenge for 
European honours,” said Hanrahan. 

“I was hugely impressed by the set-up at 
Franklin’s Gardens.

Chris Wilder had no room for sentiment 
after he continued his busy start to the 
I January transfer window by overseeing 
I the exits of Kelvin Langmead, Ricky 
| Ravenhill and Alex Nicholls. 

Both defender Langmead and mid- 
I fielder Ravenhill have departed follow¬ 
ing the early termination of their con- 
I tracts while striker Nicholls has signed 
I permanently with Exeter City after his 
| short term deal was not renewed. 

The departures follow Cobblers boss 
I Wilder’s triple swoop for Cheltenham 
| Town midfielder Jason Taylor, 
I Portsmouth winger Ricky Holmes and 
I Yeovil Town full-back Brendan Moloney, 
| giving the squad a new-look feel after 
the side’s slump to 20th place in League 
Two, just three points away from the 
relegation places. 

“The club moves on and I’ve got to take 
I the emotion out of it, and do what’s best 
| for the football club,” said Wilder. 

“I have to back the judgement of myself 
I and the coaching staff. With the chair- 
I man we work very closely together and 
I have got a clear view about where we 
want to go with this football club. 

“I always thank the players for the con- 
I tributions they made, whether they were 
before me or have been with me, but we 


have to focus on the players that are 
going to take us to the next level.”s 

Nicholls signed a contract at Sixfields 
until January in August, after being side¬ 
lined for nearly two years thanks to a 
broken leg suffered in October 2012. 

He has now penned an 18-month con¬ 
tract at Exeter where he spent two spells 
on loan this season and, in a further 
plot-line, could face the Cobblers on 
Saturday when the two sides meet in 
League Two in Devon.
